There was never a time when educa- 
tion stood for so much as it does to-day— 
for so much power, so much pore: 80 
much usefulness. Education has become 
practical, It fortifies character and pre- 
pares ove for noble friendships and for a 
wide and glowing hereafter. 

If we fail to do the most we desire for 
the students at this academy, it is because 
our equipment is inadequate for the large 
plans we have made for the piesent and 
the future. We have hada good school 
this year of just over four hundred stu- 
dents, one half of whom come from New 
England, and the other half from all the 
states in the Union anda few from for- 
eign countries.
